ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


Articulation sleeves, for a clamp having strip ends 
formed into closed loops are surrounded by the loops. The: 
head of a clamping screw, extending through slots in the 
loops and through the articulation sleeves is rotatably 
supported during clamping on one sleeve and a nut screwed 
onto the screw shaft is supported on a second sleeve and 
secured against rotation by a special shape of the sleeve. 
The. sleeves have coaxial circular holes provided 
diametrically opposed one another. The clamping screw passes 
through the coaxial holes that are identical and whose 
diameter matches nearly the shaft diameter of the clamping . 
screw. The sleeve is compressed transversely to a. 
longitudinal sleeve axis, adjacent to the coaxial holes at 
least within an area of a polygonal peripheral nut contour 
and a peripheral screw head contour. The sleeve has a wall 
area deformed to match . the polygonal peripheral nut contour. 
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
